•ever may be again. The foundations of 
the States are to be laid, the snperstruc- 
tores are to be reared, the whole complete 
ma^inery of governments is to be created, 
adjusted, and put in operation — and shall 
this be tbo work of negroes? Such delays 
and obstructions may be placed in the 
way of a change of the State consUtutions 
and governments that they cannot be re- 
formed fpr many years, not till the wild 
mischief of the mock statesmanship of ne- 
groes shall have n sulU'J in irreparable 
min — and what good can change do then? 
Negro rule may, long before reform shall 
be possible, drive the white population 
into exile — and who will then be.left to in- 
augurate and accomplish changes and 
reforms? The negroes may, as they are 
doing in Alabama, swear the wUite.i. as a 
condition of suffrage, never in all their 
lives to question black suffrage and other 
black prerogatives — and what can the 
whites do then ? Ah well, they may man- 
ag' to do something if they can manage 
to live where they are' 

Hat Congress had better look to these 
things whilst yet there is time. The poli- 
cy of giving to ignorant and brutish ne- 
groes the power to fashion and establish 
constitutions and gOTernmeuts because a 
snperior race may be able one dsy to de- 
molish the work of the negroes is worthy 
only of idiots and madmen. 

Ua-' Everybody calls for a reduction of 
the eap< cscs of the government. Theradi- 
cals call fur it as well as the conservatives. 
Hut they belie their call. So long sm their 
I monstrous negro policy is kept on, there 
can be no reduction. There will be an in- 
crease. All plans or schemes of reduc- 
tion not involving an abandonment of 
that whole policy must necessarily be fail- 
nres. The utmost ingenuity will avail less 
than nothing The prodigious job under-

Wade — a man the 
people knew and had confidence in. Gen.

There have been received to October

It has been determined to super- 
sede smooth-bore cannon, of 8 inches cali- 
ber, by those of heavier ealiher, and by 
riikd guns, because they are iuetiective 
against iron-elads. There are required 
fer the permanent fortifications 1,915 
p'l-ces, of 13, 15, and 20-inch smooth-bore 
caliber, and lOto 12iuches for rifles, none 
of which haveyetbeen protided. Eiperi- 
ment.s have proved tluit our heavy cast- 
iron caniian are Ihe eheitpest and most 
t[j\ctive yi'its that are pussessetLby any 
nation. *

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Mei AXcHoi.T Occt-RRESCE.— A Ttry dis- 
tressing affair happened at Gallatin, T a- 
nessee. on Thursday.

winning said Caldwell a money and other 
piopcity of value, which amount* won 
trem said Caldwell by the other appellees 
will reach the aggregate amount of #18,- 
150,” and then pray* judgment against 
saio James F. Caldwell for tbe debt set 
forth in the first paragraph; for judgment 
against said Waddell aud Hinkle for tbe 
sums claimed in paragraphs two aniFihree; 
against said Waddell, John Blakely, John 
Long, aad Fred Sloan for the amount set 
forth and claimed in the fourth paragraph, 
and against said Waddell, Hinkle, Blakely, 
Sloan, Glasscock, Riddleberger, Long.and 
Vanghn for the amount claimed in tbe 
fifth paragraph. 

Tbe appellees, who, as is alleged, won 
the money of said J. F. Caldwell, filed 
separate answers, but they contain sub- 
stantially the same matters of defease, 
and aa Waddell is ebarsej lo have been 
interested in all tbe games at which tbe 
money was Io*t as set torth in each para- 
praph of the petition, and as his answer

'Ibe next paragraph of the an.vwer con- I 
tains an averment tUat J. F. Caldwell ha.l, 
before the institution <Sf this sail, brought 
actions against sa*d defendants, and re- 
covered judgments for the money, or some | 
of the winnings claimed in the petition, ' 
and said judgments were satished, and . 
seme of the cause of action compromised ' 
and settled with said J. F, Caldwell before , 

• his action was brought, and said judg- ; 
meiits and payments are relied upon as a 
bar prottsU to the same causes ot action i 
set up in the petition in this case. 

As to tbe eifect of such judgments and 
payments it is sufficient to say that so far 
ss suits were prosecut^ and judgments : 
recovered or compromises and payments 
were made in good faith by J. F. Caldwell, :

Romantic walks aad 
drives, and lakes and gardens, rastie 
arches and swelling monads, shapely for- 
est trees aad rare shubuery, served to 
make the external features of “Glen .\ddie ’ 
pictoreiqne and pleasing Art, indeed, 
vied with natnre in eoToellishiog and 
decorating these elegant gronnds. la- 
doon, paintings and statuary, and o'ojecu 
of virtu, the works of old maste*s, selec- 
ted with accurate Uste from the best 
galleries and stadios of^' ranee, Germapj, 
and Italy, made tbe spacidus hall a^ 
apartments the abode ot every evidence 
of culture and refiaemeaL Uftca bevies 
of-the ^oath of Belleville visited “Glen 
A Jdie, ' and enjoyed tha mnaiticent boe- 
pitalilies ufita popular proprietor. 

Colonel Momson was traveling in 
Europe, we believe, when be l-araed that 
snit had been instituted against him to 
eject him from the “Kinney farm.” This 
snit was brought in favor of two beantifab 
intelligent and highly accomplished 
daughters of Coloael Kinney, whose mod- 
esty and loveliness are remarked by all 
who are tortnnate enough to be brought 
into their society.

As a , 
counteractive they kept constantly on the 
move; and to the sauie end the police ' 
force who were on duty beneath tbe gal- 
lows were repeatedly drilled. 

At 5 o'clock the crowd began to in- 
crease. and became very noisy, stamping 
with their feet and singing popular airs. 
Every barricade was guarded by an im- 
mense force of police, and the special 
constable.*, of whom there were several 
thasaiids ou duty, were very jealous in 
w.atcbing against the passage ot tbe mob 
within the inclosure. 

After 6 o’clock the crowd increased 
very rapidly, but by this time the fog had 
become so dense that the scaffold could 
only be seen looming veiy dimly through

Besides tbe oUicials charged with the 
execution of the sentence of the law, only 
reporters were admitted to the prison, ol>- 
taining admission at six minutes to H 
o’clock. 

About this time, the Seventy-second 
Uigblanders, with loaded arms, were 
marched to the foot of the scaffold, and 
drawn up in a double line On a high 
platform, on each side cf the scaffold, a 
company of eighteen soldiers was sta- 
tioned, kneeling, and with muskets point- 
ed, out of sight of tbe crowd. 

.lust after the tirst faiut stroke of the 
prison bell was beard, considerable alarm 
was excited by the noise of an expo- 
sion, like tbe sharp crack of a rifle, but 
the fears which, in the nervous agitation 
prevailing in all minds at the moment, 
were so easily raised, were as quickly dis- 
pelled by the information that the noise 
had been caused by tbe explosion of a 
fog signal by a pasting train. 

Immediately thereafter the mournful 
procession of the condemned was seen 
proceeding to tbe gallows. A lieu came | 
tirst, followed by Larkin, and Gould 
brought up the rear. Three Boman Cath- 
olic priests accompanied them.

1 be procession' went on to the seaff'old 
at four iiiioutes after 8. The prisoners 
were accompanied by Fathers Gadd and 
Quick, who bad been with them in the 
eondimncd cells from 10 o'clock last night 
The prisoners, Larkiu and Gould, took 
part in the service which was performed 
while the procession was on its way to the 
gallows, repeating, after the priests, “Je- 
sus, have mercy on us! Lord, have mercy 
on us!” Immediately on passing through 
the doorway, Allen, who was the first to 
step on the scaffold, took up his position 
beneath the right rope, and looked around 
him with a sad expression.
